score at the finlsh standing 18 (o 1L

A crowd of magnificent proportions, num-
Lering 10000 permons, witnessed the gnmea,
which was replete with playe Intensely
spoctacular, and the fact that the resull
remained in doubt until the fAnal whistle
Blew lkeyed the Interest at-a high piteh.
In the Nns the opposing teama were aimost
evenly matohed as to avolrdupols, but the
margin In Minnesota's faver in the back-
fleld contributed largely to the Gophers'
miotess, Heretofore the Gophers had been
cony victors In all of their gridiron games,
bBut the sturdy resistance offered by the
Cornhusgkars today compelled the Minne-
wot@rm to put forth thelr flercest efforts,
Neobraska bagan the score-getting by reel-
ing off a hard-earned touchdown, doing
it with such clean cut work Lhat the Go-
pher rooters would scarce belleve thelr
oyen.

Sebhraska Scores First,

The Cornhuskers kicked off at the Incep-

tirn of pluy. Minnesota's attnek worked
damoothly for a while, it the Cornhusk-
ers suddenly braced and the Gophers found
1hemmeives compelled to kick, A miserable
punt by Kremor netied less than twenty
yards and Nebraska eaptured the ball well
inside the Gophers’ tarritory. A penailty
againet Minnesota was foflowed by a dash
around Minnesota’s right end by Benedict,
the Nebraska captain, who raced twenty-
five yards befors being downed. Booth's
mon then took to hammering the line and
gradually carried the ball down the feld,
thalr rushes ending In Cotton breaking
through the Gophers’ line and over the
gonl.
Minnesota evened the mscore n few min-
utes later when Hunter, Its guarterback,
slipped through the line and raced fifty
yards for a touchdown. Barwick, Ne-
braska's quarter; had a chance for a clean
tackle, but missed his man.

Minnesotan's ndvantage In welght deon
turned the wscale In Its favor. Relying
chiefly upon It ponflerous tackles, Vita and
Brush, to ad the ball, the Gophers
gradually fought ir way serosa the flald,
Vita's final phmfge netting the second
touchdown and putting Minnesota In the
lead.

Hunter Makes Thrilling Rus.

The second half was productive of stlll
more thrilling foot ball. On one of Bene-
diot's punts, Quarterback Hunter captured
the ball on his own fAve-yard line. Nearly
every man from ths Nebraska team strug-
gled to bring him down, but Hunter, dodg-
ing In and out with marvelous agility, ex-
caped from the clutches of every tackler
who opponed his path. Munter cleared the
entira field and the vast crowd, thrilled al-
mbst to frensy, Arose enmasse to watch
him score the almost certain touchdown.
But the Minnesota rooters had founded
their hopes falsely. Bender, Nebraska's
whirlwind halfback, was still to be reck-
oned with. Speeding across the fleld,
Bender slowly overtook the flying Gopher
quarter and brought him down. Hunter's
run had netted seventy yards, but Bender
hid' robbed him of thé glory of another
touchdown,

- Minnesota’s terrific line plunges, in which
s ponderous tackles were chielly prossed
into service, resulted in the Gopners' third
and last touchdown, Vita carrying the Lall
on the fnal charge.

But the most sensational plav of the
game, still more electrifylng than HYum-
ter's long run and Bender's svoceanful pir-
nijt, remained te be enacted. Tho Uophdrs
had worked the ball well 'nto Neb
territory, only to be balked In thelr march
toward the Cornhuskers’ goul. Marshall
dropped back for n place klck from the
thirty-yard line. Hunter, Nebrasga's big
left guard, frustrated Minnesota's plans by
breaking through tho line and Hlocking 1he
kiok. The ball rolled to one Mde and
bounded Into Bender's eutstretched arms,
Dodging thres Gopher tacklers, he cleared
evary man who opposed him and out-
footed the others who gave pursult. lwn-
dor’s run netted elghty yards and gave ths
Cortihuskers thelr socond touchdown. This
was the final chapter In the scoring by
both teams,

The Cornhuskers wers In better physical
condition than thelr opponents, the Gophers
taklig out time frequently (o the final half
to mend thelr bellows.

The final
soore was FPennaylvania 11, Harvard O

Only three times throughout the game was
the Harvard sleven within striking dis-
tance of Pennsylvania's goal. Um two of
the occanions it fumbled the ball. On the
third It was teld for down, when only
twolve yards away from the Pennaylvania
goal. ‘The game wWas a spectacular one
throughout and the defeat of FHarvard
was hardly more unexpected than the
gume shown by the woarers of the blue
and red. The Pennsylvanias' play was ex-
tremely vorsatile, punting, delayed passes,
quarter back runs, fake kicks and plunges
through the line rapidly following each
other, Stevenson, Plelarski and Greene
were the stars for the Quakers, Blevenson
especinlly distinguishing himself with his
fleetness of foot. Harvard was not with-
out brilllant players, for Starr, who went
inté the game in the second half, drove
his men with an energy that seriously
threntened the Pennaylvania goal line
Brill also pluyed an excellent game at
left tackle. Two thousand five hundred
followers of Pennsylvania occupled the
stadium and the scens In that section
when Pennsylvania scored was spectacular
indesd, - The crowd drose en masse and
with rhyvihmie waving of flags sang “‘The
Aed and the Blue,”” and when the game
ended the students jumped Into the fleld
and anmidd the wildest enthusinsm carried
to thelr dressing rooms the team which
had broken the long string of defeats wiioh
Pennsylvania had sustalned at the hands
of Harvard.
During the first half the ball was never
In Pennsylvanin's territory and Harvard
was compelled to play a defenslve game
nlmost continunlly. 1In the second half,
with the advent of SBtarr into the gume,
things changed, and It was then that Penn-
sylvanin showed the strength of ita fefen-
glve aa well as offensive work.

The game was unusually rough, slugging
by both sldes, and for this offense two
Peninsylvanin players were ruled off the
field by Referee Dwards, Harvard and
Pennaylvanin were both penalized for off-
side play and holding in the line,

Harvard made many substitutions in the
second half and the subs played a4 faster
gume than did the regulars. Pennsylvanin
also sent in & number of subs, but not untll
the fAnal outcome of the gume wWas prac-
tlcally a certainty.

Harvard won the toss and chose the
west goal with the wind at their back and
tha sun In the Quakers' eyes, )

After elght punts had been exchanged and
Pennsylvanin had reached Harvard's fifteen-
yvard line only to lose the ball on a fumble,
Atevenson caught u kick and ran it back
to Haryard's forty-eight-yard line, From
that polnt Pennsylvania never Jost the ball
until the goal line was croased, Btevenson
made twelve yards on a quarterback run,
and TPlekarskl found the Harvard center
surprigingly vulnerable. It took eleven
rushes to cover the distance and Plekarsk]
seored thoe first touchdown.

After thé kilckoff Harvard trled four
times to galn some little distance by rush-
ing, but all its plays and tricks falled ut-
terly. Pennaylvanin walted until the Crim-
son team had exhausted itself and then
once more began to batter down Its line,

The scoring this time began from Penn-
aylvanin's thirty-yard line and it took fif-
teen rushes to cover the distance, Plekar-
ski having the honor of making' the score,
Btevenson’s punt out was weak, 8o no goal
was attempted and soon after time was
called with Pennsylvanla 11, Harvard 0.

The Harvard men came back in the fleld
with manifest determination, but despite
thelr sternest endeavors Pennsylvania
agaln began advancing on the Crimson
goal. Al the five-yard line Harvard rallled
gamely and on the third down Pennsylva-
nia tried to score on & quarterback kick.
It falled, and from that point the Harvard
gonl was never agaln in danger, aithough
Pennsylvania's was threatened three times
in succession. The game ended with the
ball in the center of the fleld in Pennsyl-
vanin's posseasion.

Pennsylvania rushed sixty-slx times for
198 yards, kicked thirteen tmes for 43
yards and had twenty first downs. Har-
vard rushed seventy-sesven times for 178
yards, kicked ten times for 232 yards and
had elghteen first downs.
